Reagan Resigns 


as County Flood 
Control Engineer 


(Los Angeles Examiner) 


Courtland E. Eaton was appointed 


chief engineer of flod control Mon- 
day, to succeed James W, Rengan, 
who submitted his resignation to the 
board of supervisors, who accepted it 
unanimously. 


Monday's action had been fore- 


shadowed during the preceding week, 
when it was rumored in the super- 
visors' chambers that Reagan would 
either resign voluntarily or would bo 
asked by the board to resign. 


This action is based on the recent 


report of the consulting board of en- 
gineers in, which the flood control de- 
partment was severely criticized by 
the visiting- engineers. In this re- 
ort the consulting board said, among 
other things: 


"The board of supervisors has suf- 


fered from poor engineering advice 
as to a co-ordinated plan for the San 
Gabriel flood control project.'" 


Concurrently with the appointment 


of Eaton 
to,--, succeed Reagan, the 


board of supervisors passed a reso- 
lution 
establishing 
a 
'consulting 


board of. the Los Angeles county 
flood control district, consisting of 
three engineers. The resolution is as 
follows: 
( 
'' The flood control 
department 


shall be under the direct control and 
supervision of the chief engineer of 
the flood control department, who 
shall devote hi« entire time to the 
work of this.department. 
"A board of three engineers shall 


be appointed to be known as the 
consulting board of the Los Angeles 
county flood control district, who 
shall give such time as is' necessary 
to make a complete survey and re- 
port on engineering, on all problems 
of flood control, conservation, wa- 
ter storage or drainage to be han- 
dled by the flood control department. 


"The chief engineer of the flood 


control department shall engage any 
employees and pYovide such maps, 
figures, reports and supplies as the

A rug that curls up and wrinkles 


on the edges needs resizing. Stretch 
it face down on the floor, tack it 
firmly and sprinkle generously with 
a solution made by soaking and dis- 
solving one-quarter pound of flake 
glue in half a gallon of water. Let 
it dry for at least 24 hours. The 
glue should not penetrate to the 
right side of the rug. 


In making chicken salad let the 


diced cnicken meat stand several 
hours in a French dressing.

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Flood Control—Full Speed Ahead!— 


Reorganization 
<>1' the Los Angeles comity /lood e-on- 


trol district, as announced !>y the heard of supervisors this 
•\veok, will doubtless nicer \vilh the approval of every citi- 
zen who lias had this great l)iisiness at heart through the 
long years of pioneering and experimentation. The board's 
action has every appearance of a decision to sweep all fac- 
tionalism and political bickering aside, and proceed full 
speed with the gigantic projects so vital to the present and 
future of Southern California. 


Chief Engineer Reagan steps down from his position, 


and assumes a nominal place on an engineering advisory 
board. The editor of this newspaper upheld Reagan's hand 
in the earlier days of Hood control, and was to some extent 
instrumental in preventing the wrecking of the entire en- 
terprise, caused by a war on Reagan in engineering ranks. 
From the first, it is a fact that Reagan's plans for flood con- 
trol were more feasible arid practical than were some of 
the original plans tendered to the board of supervisors, 
and Reagan, in reality, owed his position to the fact that,, 
although his plans were by no means perfect, they were 
more practical than the poorly conceived ones of others 
who were guilty of a gross misunderstanding of the funda- 
mental premises of flood control as combined with under- 
ground conservation. 


But Reagan has been the "stormy petrel" of flood 


control, choosing to assume that his job was to be partly 
engineering and mostly politics. He estranged his staunch- 
est supporters by a policy of petty politics played by him- 
self, in the mistaken belief that his own political strategy 
was superior to that of his superiors on the board of super- 
visors. 
Coupled with this ruinous policy of personal an- 


tagonisms, he either refused to, or was incapable of a busi- 
ness-like organization of the forces under him, nor would 
he allow any subordinate to supply this much-needed order- 
ly organization. General Goethals, considered to be one of 
the greatest of authorities on big construction of this kind, 
criticized Reagan for an almost utter lack of compiled data, 
and expressed profound surprise that any engineer would 
attempt to build such gigantic projects on the hit-or-miss 
program that the engineer found in Reagan's office. Rea- 
gan, as a chief executive, has been a failure. As an orig- 
inator of plans for flood control, he ranks higher than other 
engineers the county has until recently consulted. 


One of the chief reasons why Reagan has been retained 


5u an advisory capacity on a generous salary" is that the 


data he has accumulated concerning flood control is largely 
in his head. What he has learned at the expense of the 
county has not been reduced to any form that, can be util- 
ized by engineers that sijceeed him. lie will doubtless be 
P value in this advisory capacity, but the board of three 
engineers with \vliom lie will serve have been s>> chosen as 
to keep him in the minority and without outstanding 
authority. Hoagisn is himself to blame for having lost this 
authority. He should have left politics to those who wmld 
be of less harm if indulging in it. He cho.se to -.;v out on 
bis own hock into vhe political field, and with disastrous 
delay !<> the ilood control program.

Applications Are 


Made lor Water 


Many applications for water rights 


in the San Gabriel river are pending 
before the division of water rights 
of the state, which has had exten- 
sive investigation and report made 
upon the river and its flow under 
the direction of Harold Conklin, hy- 
dr.iulic engineer of t!i;;t department. 
Some of these applications have al- 
ready been advertised as required 
by law and advertisement of the re- 
maining is now being made. 
These 


applications and the essential facts 
concerning them are as follows: 


• The city of Pasadena has seven 
applications pending. 
It purposes 


direct diversion of 80 cubic feet' per 
second and the storage of 239,000 
acre feet per annum in reservoirs to 
be built by the city known Lower 
Pine canyon, Edison, Eincon. and 
Bonita reservoirs and in the Forks 
reservoir of the Los Angeles county 
flood control district. 


Glendora Consolidated Mutual Ir- 


rigating company of Glendora pro- 
poses a diversion of 10 cubic feet 
per second at Lower Pine canyon 
dam site. 


The Bubio Cayon Land and Water 


association and Las Florcs Water 
company of Altadena propose a di- 
version of 30 cubic feet per second, 
and the storage of 10,000 acre feet 
per annum in the Forks reservoir of 
the flood control district. 
Diversion 


from the stream is proposed at Low- 
er Pino canyon dam site. 


The city of Monrovia proposes a 


total diversion of 0,000 acre feet per 
annum of flood waters of San Gab- 
riel river as released from the Forks 
dam of the flood control district. 


The city of Alhambra proposes a 


diversion of 25 cubic feet per second 
either at the so-called Hairpin weir 
or at the Granite Dyke dam to be 
built by the city at the Forks reser- 
voir of the flood control district. 


The city of Whittier proposes di- 


rect diversion of 20 cubic feet per 
second and storage of 31.500 acre 
feet per annum in the Lower Pine 
canyon reservoir. 


The city of Compton proposes the 


storage of 10,950 acre feet in the 
Loiver Pine canyon reservoir. 


It is expected that this group of 


applications, all &f which involve 
appropriations from the San Gabriel 
river itself, will be heard first. Fol- 
lowing this there will probably be 
separate hearings upon the applica- 
tions to appropriate from Santa 
Anita creek, San Dimas creek, Wal-

Fertilizer Act to 


Expert Draws Up 
•Budget for Family 


'I ill® 


A man who heads a family of four 


and has an income of ,72100 a year 
can take few if a:iy financial liber- 
ties, according to a practical budget 
prepared by Prof. Earl J. Miller, 
dean of men at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, for study 
by his classes in economics. 


The budget, prepared on a fact 


basis 
after 
numerous discussions 


with family heads, allots $2100 year- 
ly income with extreme nicety in 
order to make it stretch over all the 
necessities and yet include a few 
of the modern luxuries. 


Under such a budget, father must 


wear his $32 overcoat for four sea- 
sons, must make a pair of $8 shoes 
do for a year, must not spend more 
than $3 a year for socks and no 
more than $3.50 a year for collars. 
He has a sum of $10 to cover all 
clothing incidentals for the year, 
such as neckties, handkerchiefs and 
other similar accessories. 


In nil, the husband has just $100 


a year set aside to spend for clothing, 
but his wife is allowed just $2 a 
year more, or $102 altogether. 


Her allowance for 'clothing and 


adornment for the year is divided up 
as follows: 


She -gets $10 a year for shoes and 


$8 a year for stockings. She can 
spend no more than $8 a year for 
house dresses and 24 a year for street 
dresses—two of them. Her $32 coat 
must serve for two years and her $25 
spring wrap for the same period and 
her $5 winter hat for two seasons. 
Gloves and a handbag, costing $7 in 
all, also must do for two years. 


In the matter of recreation and 


luxuries, the $2100-family of four is 
budgeted as-follows: 


Two dollars for a sho'.v once .1 


month. 
' 


Two dollars a month for inciden- 


tal expenses on trips to the beaches 
or mountains. 


One dollar for ice cream once a 


month. 


Fifty cents a month for sport 


equipment for the two children. 


The budget sets the food bill for 


the family at $-40 a month, and the 
rent at $33.;J3 a month. Fuel, light, 
and water are estimated at $7 a 
month. 


One of the chief items in the budg- 


et is the family automobile,for which 
$300 a year is set aside. It must be 
either low-priced or second-hand car, 
liowever. This is divided into $10 a 
month for depreciation, $10 a month 
for gns and oil, and $5 a month for 
repairs and tire upkeep, with nothing 
allowed for insurance. 


Prof. Miller explained that the 


average family of today, whatever 
else it may lack, usually maintains 
an 
automobile. 
Consequently, 
the 


budget nuwt provide for it since it 
is based on fact and not ideal theory. 


The following major items for the 


year are listed in the budget: 


Food and ice, $498 a year; cloth- 


ing, $292 a year; rent, $400; fuel, 
light, and water, $85 a year; recrea- 
tion, $72; automobile, $300; educa- 
tion and dues for organizations, $48; 
insurance and savings, $192 a year; 
household supply, $27; medical care, 
$48; carfare, $12; telephone, 33; and 
miscellaneous, 93.

That an increasing vigilance is be- 


ing displayed by the division of 
chemistry, whose chief is Firman 
Thompson, in enforcing the vital 
state fertilizer act as a protection to 
citrus growers was demonstrated in 
Justice Difnni's court 0:1 the 23rd, 
when a fine of $100, including costs, 
was imposed on the Inland FcriliKer 
company, a Los Angeles concern 
dealing in commercial fertilizers. 


The defendant was charged with 


ha-ving sold to a Riverside citrus 
grower a commercial fertilizer, tank- 
age, which was found by G. H. 
Hecke, director of agriculture, to be 
seriously deficient in organic nitro- 
gen, a plant food. The analysis also 
showed the tankage to have been 
adulterated with nitrate of soda. 
Where 8 per cent organic nitrogen 
had been, guaranted, only 4.40 per. 
cent was found, the difference caus- 
ing n loss to the grower of about $20 
per ton, at the current price of $o.7i5 
per unit of organic nitrogen. In the 
agricultural industry organic nitro- 
g-.'n i.s considered to be of much 
more value thn7i mineral or so-called 
nitric 
nitrogen, 
which 
sells 
for 


around £3 per unit. Further, nitric 
nitrogen can not bo considered as 
taking the place of organic nitrogen, 
which.is purchased for certain speci- 
fic properties not possessed by the 
nitric form. 


In summing up the case Justice 


Difani set a precedent which may 
affect other cases where deiieioncie's 
in .plant foods are found. Before pass- 
ing sentence on this case, which he 
deemed an aggravated one, he stated 
that any adjustment which might be 
made between the defendant com- 
pany and the grower, relative to a 
•mutually satisfactory refund on the 
purchase price of the tankage, would 
bo taken into consideration by the 
court. An adjustment was then made 
whereby the purchaser was to re^ 
ceive a refund of $90 on about $500 
worth of tankage. 


Reviewing the case, Justice Difani 


indicated that many thousands of 
acres of citrus trees have annually 
expended upon them millions of dol- 
lars -worth of feitilizer, and as a 
protection to the growers it was nec- 
essary to impose a fine, not for the 
revenue obtained thereby, but rather 
to sound a warning to this and other 
companies in the future representa- 
tions of their products, for if the 
grower cannot depend upon the man- 
ufacturer's guarantee as indicated 
on his tags, purchases nre. in effect, 
made with the grower blindfolded!
